Why Not Join the Ranks of the 
Far-sighted? 


One of the most encouraging aspects 
of the movement for reforestation in 
Massachusetts is the attitude taken by 
the lumbermen and wood-using manu- 
facturers towards this big problem. An 
example of this is seen in~the recent 
decision of the New England Box 
Company of Greenfield to plant 5000 
forest trees for any town in Franklin 
County that will establish a Town 
Forest of 100 acres or more during the 
year 1925. This comes in addition to the 
similar offer of the Massachusetts 
Forestry Association which holds good 
throughout the Commonwealth wher- 
ever at least one hundred acres have 
been set aside under the Town Forest 
Act. 

According to the most recent bulletin 
from the Forestry Association there are 
now forty-four town forests in Massachu- 
setts aggregating nearly 4,000 acres, for 
which the towns have appropriated 
about $30,000 and on which are planted 
nearly a half million trees. When the 
returns are. in from more than one 
hundred other towns that have acted 
upon the question of town forests at the 
recent Town Meetings, there undoubted- 
ly will be reported a sizeable addition to 
the number of those already allied with 
the movement. 


Methuen is one of the many New 
England towns that has taken the 
matter up seriously and in two years 
has gotten a_ well-developed forest 
tract under way. Last year the town 
forest commission planted 5000 young 
white pine trees on the new reservation, 
which is land originally a part of the 
town farm. ‘This year 20,006 pines will 
be set out. The Lowell Courier 
Citizen has editorially recommended 
that the example of Methuen in using 
this land, which heretofore had been 
covered with scrub growth and shrub- 
bery, be foHowed in Lowell, as there are 
several large tracts of land there which 
would be especially suitable for forest 
purposes. 

The little town of Warwick in Frank- 
lin County deserves mention in this 
respect. Warwick is one of the smallest 
towns in population in the state, only 
twenty-two others having fewer people. 


It has 327 inhabitants, of which 122 
are registered voters. It has a property 
valuation of only $588,000, and the 
appropriation of $600 for a town forest 
is equal to one tenth of one per cent of 
its total property valuation. To raise 
this money will require an increase in 
taxes this year of about four per cent, 
or $1.83 for every man, woman, or child 
in the town. Needless to say, this is 
genuine forest conservation, and prob- 
ably places Warwick at the head of the 
list of cities and towns in the United 
States that have steps towards the 
acquisition of forests. This town has 
taken forestry from the realm of the 
abstract and has interpreted its mean- 
ing in dollars and cents. 

Massachusetts is the acknowledged 
leader in this work, with the most prac- 
tical form of forest conservation yet 
devised. The town forest is coming to 
be recognized as the essence of forest 
conservation.

consumer in this State when the cost of 
transportation is more than the cost of 
the lumber itself at the mill, but timber 
grown in a Town Forest can be de- 
livered to the consumer in a manner that 
will cut the cost in half. Not that it is 
likely that lumber from these forests will 
be sold more cheaply than prevailing 
prices, but the profit to the town will be 
increased by the differential due to the 
freight charges from the far South or the 
Pacific Coast and consequently all of 
the citizens will benefit thereby in 
reduced taxes. Massachusetts has rec- 
ognized this and acted accordingly. 
Further conservation is now up to the 
towns themselves through their town- 
meetings. 

It has been estimated that a well-kept 
forest should bring in an income of not 
less than $5.00 per acre per year. The 
State is ready through the combined 
agencies of the State Department of 
Conservation, the Massachusetts Fores- 
try Association, and the State Forester, 
to cooperate in every conceivable way. 
Why cannot Andover join the ranks of 
the far-sighted? Here is a canny, con- 
stru_tive, business proposal, which is 
later sure to become an absolute neces- 
sity at the present rate of deforestation 
throughout the whole country. Who in 
Andover — individual or organization— 
is ready to start the ball rolling?

“From Olivet to Calvary’”’ 


It is a great pleasure for one who recently 
assisted in playing to empty pews, as a Holy 
Week service, the immortal Requiem of 
Brahms, to congratulate a fellow organist 
upon his privilege of presenting a Cantata to 
““standing-room only.” Moreover, Mr. 
Brown and his assistants by no means merit 
congratulations upon the size of their 
audience only. The presentation itself was of 
an almost uniformly high standard of ex- 
cellence. The chorus sang with much en- 
thusiasm, with precision and expression. 
The soloists, especially Mr. Hill and Mr. 
Collins, acquitted themselves finely. Mr. 
Brown’s accompaniments were throughout 
characterized by good taste in dynamic, 
registration and phrasing. If one should 
wish to be a bit meticulous one might stress 
an occasional forcing on the part of the 
tenors, a slight fly in the ointment of the 
quartette ensemble, and a bad conscience on 
the part of Pontius Pilate. 

_As for the work itself, perhaps one who 
himself presented it to an Andover audience 
some years ago may allow himself to sa 
that it neither grows nor wears with repeti- 
tion. Its tunefulness at times at least. be- 
comes saccharinity (Cf. the chorus: ‘Droop 
sacred head’’), or its dramatic portrayal 
becomes melo-dramatic (Cf. the chorus: 
‘Then came Jesus forth”); or the March to 
Calvary, music a la the moving theatre, with 
such words as : “The Roman helmets flash 
before, Behind Him shout exultant foes.” 
One compares the dramatic power of the 
old Passion setting of Thomas. Mancinus, or 
the profundity of The Seven Last Words by 
Heinrich Schutz with their unforgettable: 
Eli, Eli lama sabachthani — one of the most 
dramatic passages in all music. 

However, the composer would doubtless 
comfort himself, as the writer has done 
many a time, with the words of Roosevelt: 
“The world consists of two halves — the 
one does things (or tries to) and the other 
says, ‘Why didn’t you do it the other way?’” 

We hope Mr. Brown and his forces will 
give us many another performance like the 
one of last Friday evening. We would also 
especially suggest one of Anglican Church 
Music of its classical periods.

Made from goat's tallow and beech- 
wood ashes, the earliest forms of soap 
were used by the ancient inhabitants 
of Germany to give a reddish color to 
the hair, according to the records of 
the historian, Pliny the elder. Al- 
though mixed into hurd and liquid 
material, it was not known as a 
cleansing substance, but was often 
employed in the treatment of skin 
troubles.

Today the yearly pro@uction in the 
United States is estimated to be 
two ard one-half billion pounds, Not 
until about the Second century of the 
Christian era was the product used as 
a cleansing article, it is claimed, and

Northern Spain and Marseilles later 
became the chief centers of the In- 
dustry and produced large amounts of 
the Castile variety from olive oil and 
lye. Earlier accounts of the existence 
of soap among Asiatic peoptes are 
believed to refer to some kinds of 
mixtures which were devoted to pur- 
poses entirely apart from these of 
dyes or cleaning substances.—Popular 
Mechanics Magazine.

Washington Plans Study 
of Sea-Water Phenomena 


Washington.—Among the things the 
government Intends to do during the 
coming year is to make an intensive 
study of sea water, its characteristics 
and -phenomenn. 

The Navy department is planning to 


furnish a boat, the bureau of standards 


will furnish a staff and instruments 
and a number of other scientifie 
branches of the government will be 
represented in the personnel of the ex- 
pedition, if congress approves. 

A surprising number of 
links in. scientific 
sea remain to be found. As listed by 
Dr. G. K. Burgess, director of the bu- 
reau of standards, they include the 
salinity of the seas, which is In part 
an effect and In part a cause of ocean 
currents; the efliciency of depth-sound 
ing mechanisms; the variation in the 
pull of gravity over water- surfaces 
and the variation in magnetic flux 
which occasions strange deflections of 
the compass needle.

Richmond, Va.—A huge sea wall 
will be built to save far-famed Back 
bay, Virginia's paradise for the duck

salty water from the Atlantic threat- 
ened to kill all food for wild fowl!

The waters of Back bay are saline, 
but not enough to prevent a wild va- 
riety of grasses and plants from grow- 
ing on its shores and marshes. © But, 
said the commissioner, the Atlantic 
ocean has broken through its natural 
barriers of snnd dunes and is pouring 
in too much salt for the plant life to 
survive. A sea wall to withstand the 
mightiest storms will be thrown across 
the weakened breaches.

Auvergne Hills Traced 


to Volcanic Upheavals 

Although the hills of Auvergne in 
France do not rise to the altitude of 
the Alps or the Pyrenees, they have 
peculiar churacteristies of their own, 
They were born and molded amid 
great volcanic upheavals. The ice king 
may govern the glaciers, but here the 
fire king has reigned, says the Spring- 
field Republican, 

The Monts-Dome are one long chain 
of linked volcanoes, now as dead as 
the mountains in the’ moon. Nearly 
sixty gaping craters may still be 
counted. Even the Monts Dore and 
the Cantal hills, whose cone-shaped 
summits, the highest in Auvergne, 
stand out so impressively in’ the dis- 
tance, are but the time-worn ruins 
of huge volcanoes. 

All the country round about bears 
lasting traces of its dramatic past: 
beds of lava hidden by the fresh. 
green turf; dark pillars; ~ like the 
famous “Orgues de Bort”; giants’ 
causeways; odd dikes that might be 
dusky Druid stones; “sucs” and 
“puys” that might be the pustules of 
a fever-stricken earth—such are the 
features which give this central re. 
gion a strange individuality that has 


been further intensified by the hand 
of man.

Too Many Have Wrong 
Theory of Happiness 


Happiness was not the direct ob- 
ject of a stoic’s life. There is no rule 
of life contained in the precept that 
a man should pursue his own happi- 
ness. Many men think that they are 
seeking happiness when they are only 
seeking the gratification of some par- 
ticular passion, the strongest that 
they have, was the contention of Mar- 
cus Aurelius. .The end of a man is, 
as already explained, to live conform- 
ably to nature, and he will thus obtain 
happiness, tranquillity of mind and 
contentment. As a means of living 
conformably to nature he must study 
the four chief virtues, each of which 
has its proper sphere: wisdom, or the 
knowledge of good and evil; justice, 
or the giving to every man his due; 
fortitude, or the enduring of labor and 
pain, and temperance, which is mod- 
eration In all things. By thus living 
conformably to nature the stoic ob- 
tained all that he wished or expected. 
His reward was in his virtuous life, 
and he was satisfied with that. Some 
Greek poet long ago wrote: 

For virtue only of all human things 
Takes her reward not from the rewards 
of others. 


Virtue herself rewards the toils of 
virtue. 


Musician Makes Plea 
for Melodic Glossary 


Reverting to the elementary aspect 
of the question, I believe that if one 
were to collect as many as possible 
of the melodies which have given the 
greatest happiness to the greatest 
numbers, it would be feasible to com- 
pile from them a glossary of melodic 
terms such as would insure a melodic 
result with the same audience under 
almost any conditions, writes Ewin 
Evans in the Margin of Music. Then 
one might take the melodies which 
have givén as much happiness to a 
more restricted circle, and add a list 
of terms the use of:which was to be 
recommended only when the presence 
of that audience could be counted 
upon, : 

The composer who travels beyond 
these accepted glossaries will always 
be pronounced unmelodious until the 
new aural habits have taken root. So 
far as the best “advanced” music is 
concerned, it is melodious to those 
who know it intimately, and whose 
ear Is capable of acquiring new habits, 
and it is unmelodious to those who 
either do not know it or do not want 
thelr habits disturbed.
